prior to the outbreak of the E uropean 
w ar, eight large A m erican beet sugar 
factories closed down alto g eth er and 
o thers reduced th eir acreage, 
w ith 
the re su lt th a t th e 19 14 crop of do­ 
m estic beet sugar will be from 2,500,- 
000 to 3,000,000 bags less than tin- 
19 13 output. 
For tliis big shortage in 
th e beet sugar supply the Underwood 
free-trade tariff is directly responsi­ 
ble.

O ur b eet sugar m anu fa ctu rers ex­ 
ercise th e inalienable rig h t w hich all 
m anu factu rers and m erch ants possess 
and sell th eir product w hen they like, 
to whom they like, and a t w hatever 
price th e m ark et w a rrants, th eir sale 
price alw ays bring 10 to ¿0 cents or 
m ore p er hundred lowrer th an th e sale 
price of im ported sugar. D uring the 
sugar fam ine of 19 11 they sold th eir 
product so m uch below th e m arket 
price of im ported augar t h a t ' w ithin
